and Prioritie in Ranking and Voting in Partiame ntsand General Counſels, And how that this their Contentioun 
lay ever over unremembered or agitat bot at the verie inſtant of their meetings at his Majeſteis Parliaments

And to make no Queſtioun, Trouble nor 
Plea in this Matter to aine appointed to have Plaice and Ranke before thame in Manner foreſaid ; but Prejudice 
alwayes to ſuch Perſoune or Perſouns as fall find thameſelffes intereſt and prejudged by thair preſent Ranking 
to have Recourſe to the ordinar Remeid of Law be Reduction before the Lords of Counſell and Seſſioun of 
this preſent Decreit, for Recoverie of thair awin dew Plaice and Rankes, be Productioun of mair ancient 
and authentick Writts, nor has beene uſed in the Contrair of this Proceſſe: Summoning thairto all ſuch Per- 
ſouns as they ſhall thinke wrangeuſlie rankit and plaiced before thaime. And in this meane Tyme this pre- 
ſent Decreit and Determination to ſtand in full Force, Strength and Effect, ay and whill the Partie intereſt 
and prejudged obteane laughfullie ane Decreit before the ſaid Lords of Counſell and Seſſion, as faid is; 
and ordains thir Preſents to be inſert and regiſtrat in the Books of Privie Counſell and an authentick Extract 
heerof to be delyverit to the Clerk of Regiſter, and another to be delyverit to the Lyoun Herauld, to be 
keeped be thame for thair better Knowledge and Informatioun of everie Mans Rankes and Plaices, when

| Apud Edinburgh 12th Junii, 1617. 

FORSAMEIKLEAS for eſhewing of Trouble and Conteſtation whilk ordinarly fell out amongs the Noble- 
men of this Kingdom in the Time of Parliaments and Generall Counſells anent their ranking and voting, the 
Rags Mazeltic gaif ane Commiſſione to certain of the Nobility and others of the Counſell, to ſet down the 
Rankis of the haill Noblemen according to the Verification of their Antiquities, quhilks Commiſſionaris, after 
lang Paines and Travells tane be them in the Matter, gaif fart their Decreet and Sentence, quhairby they ſett 


down the Ranks of the haill Noblemen of this Kingdom, according to the Verification and Production of their 


Antiquities: And whereas, the Soverane and High Court of Parliament of this Kingdom is to be holden at the 
Burgh of Eginburgh, and to begin, God willing, upon Tueſday the 17th of Junii Inſtant, quhairat his Majeſty, 
with diverſe Perſons of Rank and Quality of the Kingdom of England will be preſent. His Majeſtie doubts 


not, 
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not, but is aſſurit that all the Nobles who are to be preſent at this Parliament will haif a reverent and dutiful 

Regard to keep that Ordour and Modeſty whilk becometh, and to content themſelves with their Ranks and 
Places as they are ſett down in the ſaid Decreet; and whereas ony of them finds themſelves grevit be their 
Ranking, that they will reſerve their Greives to ane uther Time, and ſeek the Reparation thereof according ta 
the Ordour preſcrivit in the ſaid Decreet: Thairfore, the ſaid Lords of Secrete Councell ordains Officiaris of 
Armes to paſs to the Mercate Croce of Edinburgh, and thair be opene Proclamation, to command and charge 
the haill Noblemen of this Kingdom who are to be preſent at this Parliament, That they and every one of them 
content themſelves with their Ranks and Places, as they are ſet down in the ſaid Decreet, and that they make 

ro Trouble, Queſtion, or Conteſtation at this Time anent their Places; and ſuch as ſen the Time of the ſaid 
Decreet has been preferrit and advancit be his Majeſtic to Degrees and Ranks of Honor, that they take thei 
laces and Ranks according to their Creations, and no otherways ; certifying them that ſal do in the contrair 

at not only fall they incurr his Majeſties heavy Wrath and Indignation, bot they ſal be Repute haldin and 
emit as Diſturbers of the Peace of the Parliament, and ſal be cenſurit thairfore accordingly ; and ſeeing it ha? 


n oftymes commandit in ſundry preceeding Parliaments that the Commiſſioners for the ſmall Barons and 


Burrows ſould provide themſelves with Horſe and Futemantills to attend his Majeſtie to the Parliament Houſe 4 
from his Palace; therefore, to command and charge the Commiſſioners for the ſmall Barons and Burrows, that 


they addreſs themſelves in due and lawful Time to his Majeſties Palace of Holyroodbouſe upon Tueſday the 17th 
of this Inſtant, and attend his Majeſtic therefrae to the Parliament Houſe upon Horſeback and with Futeman® 
tills ; certifying them that ſal not be preparit with Horſe and Futemantills as ſaid is, that they fall be noted af 
Abſents, and accordingly ſal be unlawit, and they ſal haif no Place nor Vote in this preſent Parliament, and
